Harvest hands are scarce around 
Santa Clara, and farmers are in town 
almost every day looking for help. 
On Sunday, July 12th, Charles Mc­ 
Cabe, of Stanislaus county, died from 
the effects of a bite by a noxious 
spider. 
The managers of the Great Western 
m ine,ten miles below Healdsburg,have 
contracted for one of the Winterburn 
furnaces. 
A farmer engaged in heading grain 
011 the south side of the Tuolumne 
river, 
reports that the 
heat was 
so intense last week that one of his 
mules was killed. 
The Indians in the vicinity of Lower 
Lake have been very much excited 
about the appearance of the comet, 
having some superstitious dread on the 
subject. 
Large quantities of buttcr-tubs are 
required to supply the wants of the El 
Dorado county dairies, and a local 
paper wonders why some one does 
not engage in their manufacture up 
there. 
Gays the Lakeport Bee, of Thursday: 
“ Butter appears to be scarce in Lake­ 
port at present. 
Last week a pound 
could not be had for love or money. 
W hat are our dairy men about?” 
The army-worm has appeared in the 
vicinity of Woodland, Yolo county, 
and a letter received from an interested 
party in that locality states that the 
clover-tops are being eaten by the 
worm as fast as they appear. 
A Chinaman, while working at the 
borax mines in Lake county, last 
week, in an open cut, secluded from 
the air and in full force of the sun, fell 
to the ground ¡11 an unconscious state, 
and expired in about three hours after­ 
ward. 
The Sonoipa Democrat advocates the 
building of aroad from Santa Rosa to 
K night’s valley, to be extended via 
the Great Western mine in Lake 
county to Middletown. This would 
furnish a short route from Santa Rosa 
to Lake county. 
John Dufi; a native of Ireland, pur­ 
chased some strychnine at Santa Ciara 
on Wednesday noon, and, going to his 
house, dosed himself with it. The phy­ 
sicians were sent for promptly, but ar­ 
rived too late to do any good, lor Duff 
died t he same day. 
The County Clerk of Santa Clara 
has been comparing the statements of 
the various tax-payers of the county 
with tlie records of mortgages, and 
has, up to the present time, issued 850 
notices to parties whose statements do 
not agree with the mortgages of re­ 
cord.

In speaking of the quantity of water 
for tree culture, wo do it with refer­ 
ence to the popular erroneous stand­ 
ard, fixed in a great measure by cus­ 
tom, not founded on scientific laws. 
The digging and partial filling of 
largo,deep holes for the tree9 in plant­ 
ing; deep, thorough, coustant, clean 
cultivation, finishing each process 
with a light roller; mulching during 
the hottest months; rigid economy in 
conducting, distributing and using 
water, depositing it within reach of 
the roots—all these will enable the 
trec-grower to dispense with, on an 
average, three-fourth*of the water now 
popularly thought to he required. The 
weeds, corn, pumpkins, vines, barley, 
etc., permitted to grow between the 
trees, rob them of their water. The 
former get three quarts out of the 
gallon, leaving only one quart for the 
trees. Twenty years ago it was popu­ 
larly believed that grapes would not 
prosper here without heing on low 
ground or constantly irrigated. The 
lessons taught by the grape culture 
ought to be of some uso in tree cul­ 
ture in this particular. S il a s B o n o , 
Esq., a true cultivator, has a small 
orange orchard at the foot of the 
mountain (Montecito) Santa Barbara, 
with trees as vigorous and healthy as 
any in Los Angeles. They have never 
had a drop of water, except what na­ 
ture lias given them. Cannot we profit 
by the lesson ? 
When wo said 
that the conditions “ make an 
abundance of water indispensible,” 
we did not mean that it required a del­ 
uge, even if the amount lie determined 
by the present erroneous standard. 
We meant to say that the soil heing 
elevated and porous, with a southeast 
frontage, and being further from the 
humidity of the ocean, having less 
fog and greater heat, requires more 
water than the average orange land 
nearer the ocean shore and on the 
river bottoms. 
Our “ abundance” 
would be about onc-lialf of the pop­ 
ular requirement. The climate is a 
little warmer in Summer and a little 
cooler in Winter than that of 
Los Angeles, but not uncomfortably 
warm. There is a misapprehension 
abroad as to the heat of Summer in 
the orange belt. It is supposed that 
because the tropical fruits are raised 
here, that we have the Summer heat 
of the tropics—on the contrary our 
Summer heat is less than in New 
York and New England. The sea­ 
breeze, which is considerably modified 
when it reaches Los Angeles, is still 
more modified on reaching Cuca­ 
monga, fifty miles from the ocean. 
There is less fog, less changes, ami no 
malaria. 
There are, and have 
been, Eastern invalids 
at Mr. 
K in c a id ’s , in the mouth of the 
San Antonia Canon, who pronounce 
the climatic condition unequaled. 
As to productions, it is believed that 
the orange, lemon and lime will come 
to greater perfection at Cucamonga 
than at Los Angeles, or at points 
where there is less sun and heat and 
more fog. It is said that the exemp­ 
tions from fogs and sea winds protect 
the trees from the black substance 
which coats their bodies, branches, 
leaves and fruit in the vicinity of the 
sea-coast. In the small orchards of 
K in c a id , V a l d e z , C a r r il l o , and in’ 
that connected with the Cuca­ 
monga vineyard, are orange trees in­ 
dicating the correctness of this theory. 
There is some doubt about this, as 
there is some doubt about the charac­ 
ter of the deposit and its causes. 
C h a m b e r s’ Encyclopedia, speaking 
of honey-dew, says: “ But very gen­ 
erally this exudation, as it dries, coats 
the surface of leaves and branches 
wi<h a clammy film, to which every­ 
thing brought by the atmosphere ad­ 
heres and on which moulds and other 
small fungi soon grow, and thus the 
pores of the plant are clogged and its 
health impaired. * * 3 • Orange 
and lemon plantations sometimes suf­ 
fer great injury from the abundance 
of the honey dew.” Those who be­ 
lieve that this black coating is depos­ 
ited by insects or caused by fog, may 
digest 
the above extract. The 
same 
authority says that the 
syringe 
is 
the 
remedy. 
The 
walnut, apple, plum, peach, pear, 
apricot, fig, etc., have a remarkable 
growth at Cucamonga, hearing large 
quantities and fine qualities. The Cu­ 
camonga wines and vineyard need no 
praise from the H e r a l d . Lumber 
from San Bernardino can be laid down 
on the place at twenty-three dollars 
per thousand. There is a plenty of 
lime rock in the mountains. Mr. 
K in c a id has a kiln open and furnishes 
good lime, delivered at Cucamonga, for 
one dollar and seventy-five cents per 
barrel. There is a pleuty of good clay 
for bricks, and cobble stone enough to 
line distributing ditches. These are 
the elementary conditions of Cuca­ 
monga. It requires muscle, sweat, 
money and time to convert them into 
orchards, vineyards and homes. We 
will speak of the plans of the Associa­ 
tion when we return to the subject. 
We hope they will be judiciously, 
faithfully and energetically executed; 
for the cutting up of large tracts into 
small homes are acts of public bene­ 
faction. 


A New Placer Mining Company. 
The Castac Water Ditch and Placer 
Mining Company was organized to­ 
day. These placer mines are on the 
north side of Santa Clara Valley, near 
the Telegraph stage road, running 
from San Kernando to Bakersfield, and 


only about twenty miles from San 
Fernando—a good road directly to the 
mines. The richness and extent of 
these mines have long been known; 
but until recently it was believed that 
there was no water in reach. The 
company that has taken hold of these 
mines lias discovered that a never- 
failing stream of water can be 
brought on the mines by a ditch, 
not to exceed six miles long. The 
company lias made arrangements to 
go directly to work, and will start a 
force of men out with tools, etc., 
within three days. That they mean 
business is evidenced by the fact that 
they have already deposited funds in 
the hands of the Treasurer to meet 
their bilis. We know there is some­ 
thing good in sight, when a company 
goes to work on a cash basis. From 
all accounts, there is any quantity of 
gold there and with water, hundreds 
and thousands of dollars will be 
washed out. Col. R. M. W il l ia m s, 
one of our most substantial citizens, 
is President of this company.

The Tobacco Crop. 
There is probably no question of 
greater importance to the agricultural 
and general interest and welfare of 
Southern California, and of Los An­ 
geles county in particular, than the 
culture and curing of tobacco. What 
has been accomplished elsewhere can 
be surpassed here. It is impossible to 
estimate the effect of this great enter­ 
prise on all branches of trade. To say 
nothing of the enhancement of the 
value of land capable of producing a 
superior quality of an article in such 
universal demand. Like tea, coffee or 
sugar, tobacco commands all over the 
world such a price as admits of 
transportation to the most remote 
quarters, and no market has ever been 
overstocked with the fragrant weed. 
We are informed by Dr. H o w a r d that 
ho will begin to cut and gather two 
varieties of tobacco about the middle 
of the present week. It will repay 
anyone to visit the race-traek and see 
a truly magnificent sight. 
About 
sixty acres of vigorous, healthy, to­ 
bacco plants in every stage of growth, 
from those planted last week to the 
full grown, matured plant. The 
ground leaves of two varieties have 
been gathered. We have seen a sam­ 
ple of these already cured that is of 
very fine quality, and places the suc­ 
cess of this important enterprise be­ 
yond doubt.

The counties that will only produce 
the wheat required for home consump­ 
tion are not named, and we take it 
that the above figures are intended to 
represent the total yield of the great 
wheat counties.

Temple has returned to 
the city from the East, where he has 
just completed a course of study to lit 
himself for a limb of the law. 
Dr. Howard extends an invitation to 
all who are interested in the cultiva­ 
tion of tobacco, to be present at the 
Agricultural Association's grounds on 
Thursday afternoon. 
Our evening cotemporary learns 
that tlie Duarte country looks splen­ 
did. The hay crop is immense, and 
a great crop of barley has been 
raised, and it is soiling there at 83 
cents. 
Professor Denton delivers his last 
lecture to-night, at Grange Hall. T.et 
as many as possible turn out to hear 
this distinguished lecturer on the 
“Age of Man, or the Advent of H u­ 
manity 011 Our Planet.” 
Mr. M. Madigan left by the Orizaba 
yesterday for San Francisco on a 
business trip. He goes to look up the 
archives in relation to ranches in 
Los Angeles county, and also some 
records belonging to* the city.

The Castac Water Ditch and Placer 
Mining Company organized on the 
14th inst., and yesterday elected the 
following officers: President, It M.

The company own 
four hundred and fifty acres of mining 
ground 011 the head of the Santa Clara 
river, in this county.

The happy result

brought about by herbs raised by the 
lady in her garden; so it is said. 
We had a call from 31 r. George 
AVright from Azusa, yesterday, lie is 
engaged in the bee interest. His 
apiary is not very large, consisting of 
one hundred and lifty stands. He 
thinks they will yield him this year 
nearly one hundred pounds each, lie 
brings into this market the best qual­ 
ity of honey. He reports everything 
prosperous in his vicinity—crops good 
and farmers happy. 
The circus drew another large crowd 
last night for their concluding per­ 
formance in the city for the present.

El Monte, 100; Spndra, 80; Gal­ 
latin, 100; Santa Ana, 80; West­ 
minster, 50; Compton, 80; San 
Fernando, 80; Florence, 80; Tus- 
tin City, 80. These are each the 
nucleus of a rich farming section. 
It is plain to be seen that Los 
Angeles county is the represent­ 
ative county of Southern Califor­ 
nia, and the emporium of Los 
Angeles county and Southern 
California is Los Angeles City, 
centrally located therein ; also 
centrally located in the host val­ 
ley on the Globe. 


Important Mining Operation. 
We are in receipt of the prospectus 
of the Potosí Mining and Smelting 
Company of Cerro Gordo,an incorpora­ 
tion formed for developing the mining 
interests in that district. The imme­ 
diate object of the company is to run 
a tunnel into the west side of the 
Cerro Gordo mountain, cutting the 
entire system of mines that have 
heretofore been worked or that may 
be discovered during its construction. 
The tunnel is designed to lie nine feet 
in width, eight feet in height, and 
4,400 feet in length, cutting the Igna­ 
cio mine at 210 feet below tlie surface, 
the Alpha at 240 feet, t he San Benito 
at 402 feet, tlie First Lead Mine at 870 
feet, the Second Lead Mine at G08 feet, 
the Santa Maria at S10 feet, the Union 
and Jefferson at 1,044 feet, the Buena 
Vista at 2,110 feet below the outcrop. 
It will contain a double railroad track 
and its primary design will be to fur­ 
nish a means of egress for the mines 
which it intersects, besides giving 
them a better ventilation and increased 
supply of water. It is also expected 
that blind lodes will be developed in its 
construction that will furnish no in­ 
considerable profit to the company. 
The principal revenue of the Potosi 
tunnel will be the transportation of 
ores from the company’s own mines 
to their reduction works; and also of 
ores from the mines already opened 
on the proposed line, for which will he 
charged one dollar per ton. This 
source of revenue is almost unlimited, 
as the mines are inexhaustible. It is 
estimated that the receipts for water 
cannot be less than S3Ü per day. 
The total cost of the tunnel will be 
about $100,000. The capital stock of 
the company is $8,000,000, divided 
into fifty thousand shares of $100each. 
The property of t lie company consists 
of tlie Potosi Tunnel, and Tunnel Site, 
located in February, 1871; the Alpha 
Tunnel, and Tunnel Site, and the Al­ 
pha, Franklin, and Omega Silver 
Lodes, located in 1808. When the 
Potosi Tunnel is completed, tlie pros­ 
pectus estimates the net profit to the 
company, from mining alone, at 8100,­ 
200 per month. 
In concluding, the report save: The 
Potosi Miningand Smelting Company 
offers one of the safest investments, 
for the amount of proposed cost, that 
can possibly be offered. The tunnel 
will cut several of the most extensive 
and valuable mines in the world, at a 
depth varying from 300 to 2,200 feet 
below tlie outcrop, and will form the 
cheapest possible outlet for these ores. 
The company’s mine heretofore men­ 
tioned can immediately be placed on 
a paying basis. The entire works will 
cost as above S97,099 20, or in round 
numbers $100,000. They can he com­ 
pleted within two years, and when 
complete, cannot fail to produce a 
very large revenue for generations. 
This is perhaps the most important 
mining operation which has ever 
been projected in Southern California, 
and its successful accomplishment, 
which seems well assured, will greatly 
promote the interests of our section; 
The Cerro Gordo mines have almost 
an exhaustlcss supply of richly pay­ 
ing «re. Hitherto tlie system of oper­ 
ating til esc mines lias been the most 
primitive in character, tlie hoisting 
from many of tlie shafts being done 
entirely by manual labor. With tlie 
increased facilities for mining which 
this new project will inaugurate, and 
the cheap and rapid transportation 
which will he supplied by the con­ 
struction of the Los Angeles and Inde­ 
pendence Railroad, we may expect 
the products of the Cerro Gordo mines 
to double and treble within tlie next 
three years. 


Professor Denton’s Fifth Lecture. 
The attendance last night at Prof. 
Denton’s lecture was considerably bet­ 
ter than that of the previous evening, 
there being more ladies present, we 
think, than at any former lecture. 
The Professor began by saying that al­ 
though the granite formation is the 
oldest, we have granite of recent form­ 
ation—it is forming now. The meta- 
morphic formations go hack long be­ 
fore the period of animal life, yet there 
were metamorphic rocks formed long 
after animals existed. No place on 
earth contains all tlie formations 
shown 011 the chart. Neither are they 
found now lying in tlie order named. 
The chart represents them in the order 
in which they were formed. In tlie 
changes that have taken place it is 
proven that eleven thousand feet of 
rocks have been worn off in places— 
the highest mountains have been worn 
down to plains. These remarks are 
necessary and introductory to my lec­ 
ture to-night, which is the tertiary 
period, or the ago of mammals. There 
are eleven orders of these. First, two­ 
handed mamma s — man the repre­ 
sentative; second, four-hand mam­ 
mals—monkeys the representatives; 
third, insect devourers—the hedgehog; 
fifth, tlie caruiverun—the cat and dog; 
sixth, the cretácea, the whale, por­ 
poise, etc.; seventh, the pachyder- 
matas, elephants, etc.; eighth, the 
buminanchi, ox, sheep, etc.; ninth, 


Rodentine, gnawing animals, squir­ 
rels, etc.; tenth, edentator, animals 
of no teetli; eleventh, marsupulia, 
pouched animals. He then spoke of 
tlie difference of families, genii and 
species in treating of mammals, and 
dwelt upon them at length. 
He 
pointed out tlie tertiary formations 
in various parts of the earth. We find 
these fossil animals in this formation. 
The serpent appears for tlie first time 
hero. Scientists knew but little until 
recently of this period. Comparative 
anatomy has come to tlie aid of tlie 
scientist to bring into form and re­ 
store to their original shape tlie mil­ 
lions of hones found belonging to this 
period, although differing so materi­ 
ally from those of their age. The Pa­ 
cific coast was all under water then; 
first the Sierras rose and the eastern 
part of this State, while the western 
part of California was still under 
water. Four hundred species of fossil 
remains have been found in one bed 
in Alabama. 
Tropical fruits have 
been found in New England showing 
that this locality must have been as 
warm then as in Southern Florida 
at that time. Only six per cent, of 
modern shells are found 111 the first 
tertiary formation, forty percent, in 
the middle and from seventy to ninety 
percent, in tlie last or highest. He 
dwelt upon the interesting country we 
inhabit, and dwelt upon tlie impor­ 
tance of. a knowledge of geology to us 
and our children. Some of the South­ 
ern States, Colorado, Nebraska, and 
other portions of our country contain 
immense quantities of these fossils. 
The number and forms, too, very 
great. 
Seventeen species of fossil 
horses have been found 011 this conti­ 
nent, differing from ours; yet not a 
horse existed in America when tlie 
Spanish came here. One of tlie most 
remarkable spots on earth is in Utah 
Territory, lie there found sixty or 
seventy fossil insects new to the geol­ 
ogist. Wheat and tlie rose is found 
in tliia highest tertiary forma­ 
tion for tlie first time. The earth 
is evidently being prepared for man. 
Eight hundred species of insects are 
found in'Germany. NinMy-eighl dis­ 
tinct species of* plants in northern 
Europe, which only now grow in trop­ 
ical clime. The mastodon, tlie largest 
animal known, lived in this age. He 
had tusks fourteen feet long, feetayard 
long. J1 is tail must have been*two 
feet in diameter at the body, and his 
thigh bone three times the size of the 
largest elephant. The Professor here 
painted in fancy some of the terrible 
scenes that must have transpired on 
land and in the water by these terrible 
monsters, just as the Professor can in 
his glowing manner. 
His next lecture to-night is, “ The 
Age of Man, or tlie Advent of H u­ 
manity.” We hope the people of Los 
Angeles will give him a large audience 
on this, the last occasion which tlie 
learned gentleman will give us to lis­ 
ten to him 011 this interesting subject.

Mutual Aid for July, just issued. The 
statement comes from an official 
source, and may be relied upon as cor­ 
rect. It gives a more comprehensive 
idea of the status of the enterprise and 
its objects than we have yet presented 
to our readers: 
The Grange Co-operative Company 
lias established its main store in Los 
Angeles, 011 Main street, between Sec­ 
ond uud Third streets, and have com­ 
menced a strictly casli business. The 
trade starts out under favorable aus­ 
pices and averages at the rate of about 
$3,000a month. Ifacredit system were 
adopted this trade would bo more than 
doubled, but goods could not he sold 
as low as they are at present. Tlie 
capital of the Company at present is 
very limited and it is absolutely neces­ 
sary to adhere strictly to a cash trade. 
Experience will show the Company 
what it is best to do in tlie future. 
The General Manager now has 011 
hand a full stock of groceries which 
are being sold to stockholders at from 
Id to 40 per cent, below t lie ordinary 
retail prices heretofore prevalent in 
this country. To persons who arc not 
stockholders, goods are being sold at 
prices much lower than those in vogue 
elsewhere. Thus far about one-half 
of the trade is to persons who are not 
stockholders and both goods and pri­ 
ces give general satisfaction to all. 
The company regrets that it was 
unable to get in operation intim e to 
furnish grain sacks for tlie grain crop 
in the south end of tlie county, but 
tlie officers have done their best to 
meet tlie wants and have the satisfac­ 
tion of knowing that they will be pre­ 
pared to meet any emergency another 
season. Notwithstanding this delay 
large quantities of sacks arc beingsold.

There are 
hundreds of G angers yet in Los An­ 
geles and Sail Bernardino counties 
who have not yet subscribed to tlie 
stock of the company, and they 
should do so at once so as to give tlie 
General Manager more funds with 
which to operate. There are also a few 
who have subscribed to tlie stock of 


the company who have not as yet 
made their first payment of five dol­ 
lars per share and taken their stock. 
Such persons should respond at once 
and thus help 
the movement. 
A large amount of the trade at the 
store is now with those who arc not 
stockholders. A large city trade will 
soon be built lip which will furnish a 
good market for the farm products. 
Tlie surplus products will be shipped 
to San Francisco so as not to allow the 
market hero to become glutted if pos­ 
sible.
